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Great Valley 
Floods 
and After 


Disastrous -floods in the Mississippi valley 
have been of frequent occurrence since the 
beginning of settlement along the rivers. In 
recent years attempts have been made to 
mtroduce into the situation the simple ele- 
ment ot prevention. Latterly, competent 
engineers have shown not only how the tre- || 
mendous. periodical losses by floods might be | 
avoided, but how, in using the proper means i” 
ot avoiding them, the floodwaters might be ~~ 
made to contribute immensely toward increasing the wealth of the 
nation. | 

As has heen pointed out in these columns be tore, the flex “iwatet S, 
turned loose without rein from scores of tributaries into the Missis- 
sippi, create in the end a flood that is irresistible. It, fortunately, it 
does not rise above the danger marks as its crest sweeps southward, 
there is a breath of relief throughout the great central valley of the 
country. The people are glad to see the water go. .\ little later 
in the vear they wish, and have cause for wishing, that it had not 
gone so quickly and so completely. Periodically, as has been the case 
within the last week or ten days, the crest passes on only atter it has 
destroved property to the value of millions wherever industry has 
planted itself on the lowlands. The usual sense of relief will be 
telt ina few day s, Congress will have appropriated some money t 
ineet the immediate needs of the sufferers. Unless past experience 
shall be reversed, this will be the end of it. 

No attitude could be more unwise, no policy more shortsighte«! 
than this. If there were no remedy within reach, forgetfulness migl: 
offer some excuse. But there is a remedy, the application of which 
will not only prevent damage by floods in the future, but multiply 
any times over the productive capacity of the valley. There is even 
now before Congress a measure, known as the Newlands bill, that 
is intelligently designed to meet the necessities of the case. This 
Ineasure provides for the construction of reservoirs along the river 
courses that will have sufficient capacity to hold the surplus water 
in flood times. In the case of Pittsburgh alone, to go no farther 
into details, we have an illustration of what might be accomplished 
through this system. A commission that investigated the matter 
reported that in the neighborhood of that city were to be found no 
lewer than seventeen available reservoir sites. With the employment 
of these and others like them, the volume of the flood might easily be 
lessened, while the water stored would be invaluable as a means of 
Maintaining a proper depth tor navigation through the summer. 
The cost of the reservoirs mentioned would be about $20,000,000 - 
as already shown, the flood damage in the Ohio valley alone this 
vear Is estimated at $100,000,000. 
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The people of the middle West are more blamable than their 
representatives in Congress tor indifterence toward this great ques- 
tion. Congress will act when the people insist, and the time has come 
when this tmsistence should be manitested and felt. The waste to 
the nation by reason of the negligence that now permits the waters 
of its greatest valley to run wild is not merely deplorable; it is 
reprehensible. 


\WHATEVER else M. L. Stewart, now in the 
Lnited States as a special commercial envoy 
of the Philippines, may accomplish, he 1s 
likely to awaken the consciousness of his 
native country to a clearer and better appfe- 
ciation of the tar eastern island possessions 
aud their possibilities. Perhaps, for the 
present, this is the best that can be done, all 
that he aims to do. He has been a resident 
of the archipelago for the last eleven years, a 
part of the time in an official capacity, and reports have come trom 
across the Pacific that have led him to believe there 1s much need 
of enlightenment with regard to it over here. And in this he ts not 
altogether mistaken. The United States is so much taken up with 
its own affairs, so much engrossed 1n its own interests, that it is dis- 
posed to content itself with cursory inquiries into, and casual impres- 
sions Of, its distant possessions. It assumes, too, that somehow or 
other, everything of impgrtance to them is being cared for by those 
t, after them. 

The comfortable feeling growing out of these conditions is not 
satisfactory to Mr. Stewart and others like him who are deeply con- 
cerned in the Philippines. He wants it to be thoroughly understood 
here, in the first place, that the islands are not a burden to this nation, 
but that they are entirely self-sustaining. Then he wants it to be 
understood that in the Philippines are 125,000 square miles of the 
“finest and most productive’ land in the.world; that this area 
includes 4,000,000 acres of the best sugar land; that outside of it there 
are 11,000,000 acres of virgin hardwood forests; that the exports of 
copra have grown in a few vears in value from $100,000 to $10,000.- 
YOU; that rubber culture is turning out to be a profitable experiment, 
and that the entire Mindanao district has been found to be suitable 
to the growth ®f this very desirable article. 

But there is something beyond all this that he would like to 
impress upon the American people. Within a radius of 1900 miles 
of Manila, he points out, lives one half the population of the world, 
a fact that, he believes, should cause American manufacturers to 
turn their attention to it as a great eastern center of distribution. 
This population does not possess a purchasing power comparable 
with that of the more advanced sections of the globe, but when it is 
considered that the continental United States has only one seven- 
teenth of the people of the world within its borders, it will be seen 
that the territory tributary to Manila 1s worth cultivating. Last vear 
China alone bought $300,000,000 worth of manufactured goods, only 
10 per cent of which were purchased in the United States. Mr.

Manila their oriental headquarters. 

Here is something, at least, tor the American captains of indus- 
try to think about. In these days, it is pleasing to be able to say, 
the world-wide tendency 1s more toward commercial distributing 
centers than toward the establishment of coaling stations and naval 
bases. The bulk of the trade to come from the Orient in the future 
does not exist today; it is to be created and built up by occidental 
enterprise, and the nations that are foremost in this work will com- 
mand and control it without injuring their neighbors. It will be 
theirs not only by right of discovery, but by right of development.
